(b)  Fires  were  utilized  primarily  to  suppress  sniper  fire 
and  soften  areas  in  front  of  advancing  infantrymen. 

(  (c)  During  Phase  III  of  the  operation  preplanned  artillery 

.fires  (832  HE  rds)  were  placed  on  the  objective  area* 

(d)  Artillery  was  used  to  maximum  advantage  in  protection 
of  downed  CH-ltf  on  20  April. 

(e)  On-call  artillery  fires  were  available  throughout  the 

operation. 

(f)  A  total  7U7  missions  using  3797  I05rus  were  fired  in 
support  of  the  operation. 

(3)  Results,  Effectiveness,  and  Timeliness: 

(a)  As  a  result  of  artillery  fire  there  were  21  VC  KIA 
(BC),  11  POSS,  7  structures  destroyed,  11  damaged. 

(b)  Reinforcing  fire  provided  by  elements  of  3/13  Artil¬ 
lery  enabled  the  Brigade  to  errploy  fire  power  on  targets  at  greater  ranges, 
and,  in  addition,  incroasod  the  effectiveness  of  artillery  fires  on  close 
in  targets. 


(c)  Both  155mm  and  8"  provod  to  be  very  effective  during 
preparation  fires  on  heavily  wooded  areas. 
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(d)  liras  pieced  on  the  objective  during  Phaso  HI. of  the 
operation  were  both  accurate  and  timely. 

(e)  H  &  I  fires  again  denied  tho  VC  freedom  of  movement 
during  the  hours  of  darkness. 

b.  US  Air  Force: 

(1)  Four  airstrikes  were  flown  in  support  of  the  operation* 

Che  was  immediate;  three  were  preplanned* 

(a)  Reaction  time  for  the  immediate  strike  was  twenty-five 

minutes. 

(b)  All  air  strikes  wore  requested  by  telephone  (Hot  Line) 
through  25th  Infantry  Division  G3. 

(c)  A  rfipalm  strike  was  placed  in  vicinity  of  LZ*s  at 

2 (1220  April.  The  strike  proved  to  be  effective  in  suppressing  VC  sniper 
fire. 

(2)  Results  of  Air  Strikes: 

(a)  An  immediate  strike  effectively  suppressed  heavy  mortar 
fires  being  placed  on  2d  Bn*  27th  Infantry  201700  April  and  also  destroyed 
10  structures  in  the  area. 

(b)  There  were  6  KBA  (BC),  18  (POSS),  h  structures  destroyed, 
2  damaged  as  a  result  of  air  strikes. 

c .  Army  Aviation : 

(1)  Army  Aviation  flew  a  total  of  520  sorties  and  moved  160 
tons  of  supplies  during  the  oporation, 

(2)  2d  Brigade,  25th  Infantry  Division  Aviation  Section  provided 
CH23  supplies  during  the  operation, 

(3)  On  160900  April,  1st  Bn,  27th  Infantry  (-)  and  2d  Bn,  27th 
infantry  (-)  wore  airlifted  by  UO  UHID’s  and  U  fflJi7"s  from  the  Avn  Bn  to  IZ's 
vie  XT500228  and  XT505265. 

(h)  On  20121:0  April,  1st  Bn,  27th  Infantry  (-)  and  2d  Bn,  27th 
Infantry  (-)  were  airliftod  to  IZ*s  vie  XU:98l57  and  XT503lk5  by  20  UHlD's 
and  U  CHltf's  from  the  11  avn  Bn. 

(5)  All  lifts  were  conducted  as  planned  with  no  significant 
problems  except  as  follows; 

(a)  Initial  loading  zone  in  base  camp  was  not  large  enough

(b)  On  20  April  one  GH  U7  was  disabled  by  heavy  ground  firo 
and  forced  to  land  vie  XT51i02l6  during  lift  of  2d  Bn,  27th  Infantry. 

8.  Intelligence: 

a.  Analysis  of  Terrain  In  Which  Operation  Was  Conducted, 

The  terrain  in  the  area  of  operations  was  generally  flat  to 
very  gently  rolling  with  very  few  relief  features  or  high  ground.  Ground 
cover  and  vegetation  varied  from  extensive  rice  paddies  and  small  crop 
fields  to  various  types  of  scrub.  Also  interspersed  among  tho  agricultural 
fields  woro  small  areas  of  woodland  both  natural  and  cultivated.  Numerous 
dikes  and  ditches  crisscrossed  the  sultivated  proti.n  of  tho  area.  Cross¬ 
country  movement  for  tracked  vehicles  was  fair  to  good  in  the  dry  paddies

end  woodland  areas  and  fair  to  inpossible  in  the  wet  paddies,  swamps,  tJid 
marshes.  Movement  for  foot  troops  was  fair  tn  good  in  most  areas  traversed. 
Tanks  encountorod  difficulty  in  crossing  stroamo  and  marshy  aro-s, 

b.  Intelligence  Prior  to  Operation. 

VC  activity  within  tho  operational  area  had  boon  light.  The 
VC  incidents  woro  concentrated  along  LOC's.  a  Rod  Haze  mission  flown  on 
12  April  disclosed  lit  cmiscinns  from  tho  area  coord  XT$10285  to  XT550270. 

Tho  VC  units  operating  in  the  area  includod  one  Local  Force  Company  and 
ono  guerrilla  platoon.  The  Trang  Bang  Conpany,  with  a  strength  of  70,  was 
unlocatod  but  it  usually  operated  within  a  radius  of  approximately  5  kilo- 
rasters  north  of  Trang  Bang.  Tho  Quyot  Chion  Platoon  #5  with  an  attachod 
squad  had  boon  reported  in  tho  vie  of  ccord  XT575230  on  8  April  1966, 

c.  Enony  Situation  During  Operation, 

As  the  Brigade  Task  Force  moved  into  the  operational  area,  the 
VC  dispersed  into  hiding  areas  and  exfiltratod  from  tlic  aroa.  Enemy  activity 
consisted  mainly  of  sniper  and  mortar  firos,  booby  traps,  AT  and  AP  mines 
(command  detonated  aid  pressure  types),  id  though  enemy  contact  was  not  in¬ 
tense,  a  successful  soarch  cf  the  operational  area  disclosed  caches  of  rice, 
documents,  and  a  medical  training  riroa, 

9.  Mission:  The  2d  Bdo,  25th  Ini.antry  Division  was  to  conduct  soarch 
and  destroy  operations  commencing  16  April  in  Trang  Bang  District  vie  XTUU30, 
XT 5 012,  XT5712,  XT6028,  to  locate  and  destroy  VC  forces  and  base  camps. 

10.  Concept  of  „tho  Operations  The  2d  Bde,  25th  Infantry  Division  con¬ 
ducted  airmobile  and  ground  movo  to  AO  commencing  160700  April  to  conduct 
search  end  destroy  operations.  The  operation  was  conducted  in  four  phases. 

Fhaso  Is  (16-18  April)  TF  1st  Bn,  27th  Infantry  and  IF  2d  Bn,  27th 
Bifantry  movod  to  AO  GREEN  employing  airmobile  and  ground  eloments  tc  con¬ 
duct  search  and  destroy  operations,  TF  1st  Bn  (M),  5th  Infantry  conducted 
soarch  and  destroy  operations  along  thoir  axis  of  advanco  and  established 
blocking  psns  al~'g  PL  NASH. 

Phase  II;  (18-20  April)  TF  1st  Bn,  27th  Irfantry  and  TF  2d  Bn, 

27th  Infantry  continued  soarch  and  dostroy  operations  in  thoir  respective 
A0*s.  TF  1st  Bn  (M),  5th  Infantry  continued  to  block  and  conduct  search 
and  destroy  opns  along  PL  NASH, 

Phase  nil  (20-21  April)  TF  1st  Bn,  27th  Infantry  and  TF  2d  Bn, 

27th  Infantry  conducted  airmobilo  movo  to  LZ*s  vie  XTU98157  and  XT503115 
respectively,  TF  1st  Bn  (Pi),  5th  Infantry,  Co  A  (-)  1st  Bn,  69th  Armor,  ‘ 

Tip  B  3/1*  Cavalry  movod  overland  to  establish  blocking  psns  around  ob¬ 
jective,  Subsequently  all  untis  conducted  search  and  destroy  operations  in 
their  assigned  areas.

TF  1st  Bn  (M),  5th  Infantry  and  Co  A,  1st  Bn,  69th  Armor  conducted  swoops 
outside  Highway  1  on  return  to  base  carp, 

11.  Execution:  2d  Brigado  received  OPOKD  6-66  1312*15  April  1966. 

D-Day  (16  April  1966) 
let  Bn  (M),  5th  Infantry 

At  061*5  the  Battalion  minus  Company  B,  and  reinforced  with  a  platoon 
of  tanks  began  thoir  move  to  AO  BLUE,  Tho  Bn  IF  swept  north,  then  duo 
west  along  throo  axes*  Company  C  on  tho  oast,  the  reconnaissance  platoon 
reinforced  with  tanks  in  the  center,  and  Co  A  on  tho  west.  The  units  estab¬ 
lished  blocking  portions  oast  of  PL  hi,SH.  Several  booby-trapped  rice  cachos 
were  located  during  tho  day.  A  2000  lb  cache  vie  XT599253  and  20  100  kilo 
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bog  cache  In  the  some  area.  The  rice  was  extracted  by  helicopter.  Two  Ap 
mines  were  detonated  by  APC's.  The  AP0*a  were  not  damaged.  However,  1 
friendly  KIA,  and  2  WIA  were  sustained  vie  XT601266,  when  an  APC  hit  a  mine. 

No  significant  contact  was  made  during  the  day.  At  dusk,  the  Bn  TP  established 
blocking  pans  on  at  of  PL  NASH  vie  XT5o82l*8.  Four  ambushes  were  established 
with  no  contact,  MEDCAP  was  conducted  during  the  day  for  approximately  20 
woman  and  children  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Battalion  CP, 

1st  Bn,  27th  Infantry  (Tip  B  (-),  3/U  Cav) 

At  0752,  Tip  B  (-).  3A  Cav  with  the  let  Bn,  27th  Infantry  lmd  toil 
moved  to  vie  XT5 05252  where  the  Battalion  CP  was  established.  Several  dirt 
road  blocks  were  bypassed  during  tho  move.  By  0850  Conpanies  A  and  B  had 
begun  their  airmobile  neve  to  AO  GREEN.  The  airmobile  and  ground  forces 
linkod  up  at  1015.  Tip  B  (-),  3/U  Cav  screened  the  western  edge  of  the  AO 
whilo  Conponies  A  and  B  moved  abreast  to  tho  east  conducting  thorough  soarch 
and  destroy  operations.  Oonpany  B  apprehended  11  VCS  vie  XT5Q5258,  At 
1533  Company  B  engaged  a  VC  squad  vie  XT52U2U6  resulting  in  3  VC  KIA  (BC), 
two  US  carbinosfand  one  Chic  cm  7.62  rifle  captured.  Airborne  gun  ships  were 
utilized  against  VC  during  the  engagement.  The  TF,  minus  Co  B,  established 
a  perimeter  around  tho  Bn  CP  vie  X1515259.  Conpany  B  coiled  vie  X15212U5. 

At  20U8,  Conpany  B  was  attacked  from  three  sides  by  approximately  20  VC. 

At  the  some  tirao  two  of  tho  Company's  ambushes  were  sprung.  As  a  rosult  of 
the  attack  there  wore  four  VC  KIA  (BC)  including  a  woman  squad  loader  armed 
with  a  7*92  Mauser  rifle,  Tho  conpany  continued  to  receive  harraesing 
sniper  fire  throughout  the  night,  MEDCAP  was  conducted  for  20  civilians 
at  tho  village  of  X  Rung  Cay  (XT5026)  during  the  day, 

2d  Bn,  27th  Infantry 

Companies  B  and  C  conducted  airmobile  assaults  into  LZ  IRCN  (XT5O0226) 
and  12  GOID  (XT5002U3)  at  0930  hours.  The  Battalion  Command  Group  and  land 
tail  moved  overland  arriving  in  tho  AO  by  1055.  Conponios  B  and  C  attaokod 
east  conducting  search  and  destroy  operations  in  zone.  Light  VC  snipor 
fire  was  encountered  during  the  morning  hours  but  was  suppressed  by  tanks 
and  artillery.  A  large  peanut  and  rice  cacho  was  located  vie  XT5092U8. 

In  addition  -bn  extensive  tunnel  system  was  located  in  the  area  and  destroyed, 
Tho  Bn  TF  continued  to  receive  sniper  firo.  At  1315  Conpany  C  captured  a 
wo  ndod  VC  with  a  woapon  vie  XT508220,  Company  C  continued  to  maneuver 
against  tho  VC  and  upon  ovorrunninc  tho  afoa  found  3  VC  KIA  (DC)  end  c  r?4urocL 
two  VC,  At  15 00,  whilo  continuing  to  scorch  the  area,  another  fire  fight 
onsuod  resulting  in  an  additional  3  VC  KIA  (BC).  Later,  at  1630,  Co  B 
approhended  six  VCS  vie  XT5l02l*7.  Tho  Bn  Task  Force  established  a  perimeter 
vie  XT500226  for  the  night,-  Three  ambushes  wore  established,  none  having 
contact. 


D+l  (17  April  1966) 

3sb  Bn  (M),  5th  Infantry 

During  the  day  tho  Battalion  Task  Force  conducted  detailed  soarch  and 
destroy  operations  along  PL  NASI.  Co  ..  moved  south,  XT575235  ••  XT580228. 

Co  C  with  ono  tank  platoon  attachod  moved  north  XT575255  -  XT575283,  What 
nppoarod  to  bo  a  VC  rest  area  was  located  vie  XT57U235.  Tho  hut  contained 
many  pictures,  signs,  and  directional  arrows  pointing  at  tho  various  trails 
in  the  area.  At  1330  Co  C  (+)  made  initial  contact  vie  XT580287  with  a 
reinforced  VC  squad  utilizing  MG's,  57RR,  and  automatic  woapons  vie  X T580287. 
One  tank  and  ono  APC  wore  damaged  in  tho  area  by  AT  mines.  Tho  vehicles  wore 
repaired  on  Blto,  Kowovor,  and  returned  to  action.  Artillery  and  mortar 
fires  were  callod  on  suspected  VC  locations.  There  wore  l;  VC  KIA  (POSS) 
during  the  action.  At  2233  the  ambush  vie  XT568278  was  sprung  killing  five 
VC  (BC)  and  estimating  3  KIA, 

1st  Bn,  27th  Infantry 

At  GQ.^0  the  Company  A  ambush  vie  XT512265  engaged  several  VC  result- 
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and  detailed  search  of  thplr  AO*  The  Battalion  Surgeon  conducted  MED  CAP 
at  the  village  of  Ap  Cha  Ray  (XT5125)  for  seventeen  civilians*  Inigo  caches 
of  iloo  wore  lifted  to  Trnng  Bang  for  redistribution.  At  1330  Co  B  located 
and  destroyed  four  tunnels  vie  XT$122h9  •  At  lh07  Trp  B,  3/h  Cav  apprehended 
2  70S  vie  XT$2$2h2.  The  Task  Force  coiled  fer  tho  night  vie  XT523253. 

2d  Bn*  27  th  Infantry 

Tho  Battalion  continued  to  move  oast  conducting  detailed  search  and 
destroy  operations  with  Conpany  C  on  tho  north  and  Co  B  on  tho  south.  Tho 
Battalion  Command  Group  rocoived  sniper  firu  during  the  morning*  Ono  Com¬ 
mend  and  Control  ship  received  several  hits,  but  remained  operational.  At 
081*3  an  oxcart  hit  a  mine  vicinity  of  XT5Q5228.  At  1135  the  Battalion 
Command  Group  began  its  displacement.  At  1138  tho  third  vehicle  in  tho 
convoy,  a  tank,  was  severely  damaged  by  a  command  dotonated  mine.  Two 
friendly  WIA  were  sustained  and  the  tank  was  declared  a  total  loss*  A 
3/1*  ton  truck  dispatched  to  assist  tho  injured  personnel  in  the  disablod 
vehiclo  struck  n  land  mine.  At  the  same  time  small  arms  firo  was  placed  on 
the  convoy  from  the  woodline  to  the  west  of  tho  road.  This  fire  was  re¬ 
turned  by  small  arms,  machine  guns,  tanks  firing  connister  and  mortar  fires, 

A  VC  mortar  harrassing  Company  C  was  silonced  by  gunships  in  tho  aroa.  As 
tho  convoy  displacing  tho  Battalion  CP  continued,  it  was  ongagod  with  small 
arms  vie  XT527207.  A  briof  fire  fight  rosultod  in  one  VC  KIA  (BC),  two  KIA 
(FOSS).  Tho  now  CP  bocame  operational  at  181*0  in  vicinity  of  XT538217.  Sever¬ 
al  mortar  rds  wore  fired  into  the  Battalion  perimeter  during  tho  night.  One 
WIA  was  sustained.  Counter  mortar  fires  wore  immediately  called,  silencing 
tho  VC  mortars. 


D+2  (18  April  1966) 

1st  Eh  (H),  5th  Infantry 

The  Battalion  TF  continued  to  blocking  psn  along  PL  NASH.  Conpany 
A  ostablishod  a  sorios  of  squad  sized  blocking  positions  along  that  lino. 

Ono  squad  vicinity  XT57U237  captured  a  VCS  who  revealed  after  interrogation 
that  ho  was  a  VC  messenger  and  worked  in  conjunction  with  three  othor  VC*s, 

He  also  reported  five  VC< s  with  carbines  wore  located  hiding  in  a  tunnel 
vicinity  XT575236.  No  VC's  were  found  in  this  location,  howevor#  Co  C 
continued  to  conduct  search  and  destroy  op  orations  and  scroon  tho  northern 
portion  of  PL  NASH.  A  small  rice  cache  located  vicinity  XT58U296  proved  to 
be  booby  trapped.  The  cache  was  destroyed.  In  addition,  a  medical  training 
area  was  located  in  the  same  general  area,  Tho  training  center  contained 
text  books  and  documents,  sone  with  publication  dates  as  late  as  20  March 
1966.  The  Battalion  Reconnaissance  platoon  operated  in  grid  squaros  XT5626 
and  XT5627.  10  bunkers,  .10  tunnels,  and  15  freshly  built  shelters  wero 
locatod  and  dostroyed  in  the  aroa.  Also  the  platoon  found  twenty  copies  of 
tho  "Tropic  lightning  News"  datod  15  April  1966  in  a  house  vicinity  XT567277, 
Tho  Battalion  AO  was  enlarged  as  shown  in  inclosure  1.  Tho  Battalion  then 
moved  to  now  location  vie  XT0U7257  where  a  porimetor  was  established,. 

1st  Bn,  27th  Infantry 

During  the  day  tho  Battalion  Task  Force  conducted  detailod  and  thorough 
searches  of  their  AO  vie  XT5027,  XT5023,  XT5323*  XTU527.  Numerous  rice 
caches  wero  discovered.  Large  caches  wero  found  at  XT5262l*6,  XT$2$2hS,  XT 
5252ii5.  At  1300  Conpany  B  f.und  a  group  of  fortifications  with.  HO' onpT.acemonts 
and  an  under  ground  room  6'  by  6'  by  b  1/2'  at  XT5092l*5.  Defonsive  positions 
for  the  night  wore  centered  around  XT523257.  The  Battalion  defensive  pens 
wore  probod  by  small  VC  units  throughout  the  night,  Conpany  B  killed  one 
VC  probing  tho  porimeter  vie  XT5257U7. 

2d  Bn,  27  th  Infantry 

At  071*5  Companies  B  and  C  and  Co  A  (-)  1st  Bn,  69th  Armor  commenced 
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search  and  destroy  operations  with  cnphcsis  on  a  methodical  scorch  of  thair 
AO.  Ob  B  appro hn^ded  one  70S  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Battalion  perimeter 
XT532220.  Oo  A  (-)  let  Bn,  69th  Armor  dispersed  several  VC  enipore  vie 
XT5 39200  with  cannister.  Also  several  trcnchos  and  tunnels  in  the  vicinity 
of  T 1534195  wore  destroyed.  Throughout  tho  morning  Conpany  C  engaged 
who  used  horrossing  and  evasive  tactics.  Four  VC  were  flushed  and  fired  upon 
vie  X 1530196,  with  unknown  results.  One  tank  hit  a  mine  at  X 1533109  causing 
minor  damage*  All  units  continued  their  operations  returning  to  tho  battalion 
porimoter  by  1600.  During  the  afternoon  twenty  civilians  in  the  area  were 
treated  during  MB  CAP.  During  the  evening  mortar  fire  was  placed  on  suspoc- 
ted  VC  positions  throughout  tho  area.

Tho  Battalion  began  its  move  to  now  area  of  operations  to  search  the 
village  in  vicinity  of  X 157 0176.  The  heavy  mortar  platoon.  Recon  Platoon, 
and  conpany  weapons  platoon  established  blocks  around  tho  village.  A  total 
of  9  VCS  and  .  no  VCC  were  apprehended  during  tho  search.  Also  a  cache  con¬ 
taining  three  155  duds,  one  75  lb  bomb  and  seven  steel  helmets  was  located 
vicinity  X 1576173 *The  duds  wore  blown  in  place,  tho  helmets  becovorod,  Die 
thorou^  soaroh  was  ternlnatodr  at  1733  an!  a  battalion  porimoter  was  ostab- 
llehod  vie  X 1503107.  Nine  anbusheo  iroro  ostablishod  in  the  area,  to  prevent 
VC  mining  the  road  and  establishing  ambushes  along  it, 

1st  Bn,  27th  Infantry 

During  tho  night,  the  Battalion  porimoter  was  probed  periodically  by 
small  numbers  of  VC.  VC  wore  angagod  with  small  arms,  M-79's  and  mortars 
with  unknown  rosults.  Numerous  tronch  and  bunker  conpleocos  wore  located 
and  destroyed  during  the  day's  searches*  A  tunnel  vicinity  XT5l92i|l  was 
approximately  30  motors  long  with  a  room  largo  enough  to  accomacdate  four 
to  six  pcoplo.  An  nctivo  civil  affairs  program  was  continuod  in  the 
Battalion  AO.  "Helping  Hand"  items  of  soap,  to<;thbrushoe,  and  toothpaste 
wore  distributed  to  the  villagers  of  X  Rung  Cay  (XT5026).  Preparations  wero 
made  for  the  following  day's  airmobile  oparations.  At  221 5  a  claymore 
killed  one  VC  vie  Xl5 23251.  Also  at  2300  Co  B's  ambush  vicinity  X1517244 
was  sprung  killing  2  VC, 

2d  Bn,  27th  Infantry 

During  tho  morning  Cc.panios  B  (+)  and  C  (+)  conducted  search  and 
destroy  operations  south  of  the  Battalion  CP  to  tho  vicinity  of  Hlghmy  1, 
Cannister s  wero  effectively  onployod  to  neutralize  VC  snipers  in  the  area. 
Company  C  ovacuatod  1500  lbs  of  rice  from  tho  nroa  and  apprehondod  11  VCS 
during  tho  sweep.  In  the  afternoon  hours  the  Battalion  Reconnaissance  and 
Security  platoons  conducted  search  and  destroy  operation  southeast  of  the 
Battalion-CP.  No  contact  was  made.  At  1915  automatic  weapons  fire  was* 
recoivod  in  tho  Battalion  porimoter  from  X 15322 15.  Fire  woe  immediately  re¬ 
turned  and  tanks  aggressively  soorchod  the  area  with  no  results. 

D*b  (20  April  1966) 

Phaso  III  of  tho  operation  was  initiated  and  in  accbrdanco  with 
FRAG  OSD  1  to  OPORD  21-66  an  alrmobilo  and  ground  assault  consisting  of 
mechanized,  armored,  and  cavalry  units  was  launched  into  AO  PINK.  At 
1220  a  napalm  strike  was  placed  vie  X1505158  to  suppress  VC  fire  on  tho 
LZ's.  At  1220  1st  Bn  (M),  5th  Infantry  end  Up  B,  3/4  Cav  crossed  High¬ 
way  1  to  establish  blocking  positions  and  provent  VC  exf titration  from  the 
aroa.  Co  A,  Is  t  Bn,  69th  **rmor  followed  those  units,  moving  to  Objective 
D  to  conduct  pearch  and  destroy  operations, 

1st  Bn  (M),  5th  Infantry 

The  Battalion  moved  quickly  to  establish  blocking  pans  along  PL  X25LL0W. 
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Tho  block  had  been  established  by  1300,  At  11*00  Company  A  initiated  search 
and  destroy  operation  in  Objective  C  moving  from  north  to  south.  Conpany  C 
moved  abreast  of  Company  A  searching  the  western  portion  of  the  objective. 
Uiroo  civilians  who  had  been  wounded  by  a  VC  AT  mine  were  evacuated  from 
the  area.  At  1520  the  conpony  killed  a  VC  sniper  vie  XT52l*ll*3  and  cap  to  red 
his  carbine,  Tho  search  of  Objective  C  was  completed  by  15U0  and  tho  search 
of  Objective  E  was  subsequently  initiated.  A  thorough  search  of  Objoctive 
E  was  terminated  at  1815  without  contact.  Oonpany  A  was  ordered  to  return 
to  base  caitp  upon  ccnpletion  of  the  soarch  in  Objective  E.  The  Company  (♦) 
closed  base  camp  at  1915,  Company  C  remained  in  Objective  C,  and  established 
numerous  night  ambushes.  The  ambush  located  at  XT5231i*7  was  sprung  at  191*5 
trilling  5  VC.  A  team  of  tracks  dispatched  to  reinforce  the  ambush  engaged 
and  killed  another  VC  and  captured  his  carbine, 

1st  Bn  27  th  Infantry 

At  0200  approximately  13  rounds  of  81  and  82mm  mortar  rounds  wore  re¬ 
ceived  in  the  Battalion  perimeter  resulting,  in  2  US  KLA  and  2  WIA.  Immediate 
countermortar  fire  wore  placed  on  the  VC  position  and  tho  mortars  were 
silenced.  At  12l*0  the  Battalion  (-)  conducted  a  airmobile  assault  into  LZ 
vie  X150Q108.  Co  B  established  a  blocking  position  along  the  wostern  edge 
of  Objective  A.  Tip  B,  3/1*  Cav  maintained  their  blocking  positions  north  of 
Objective  A.  At  the  same  time  Co  A  conducted  a  slow  methodical  search  of 
tho  objective.  22  VCS  wore  appro  bond  od  during  tho  search,  3l*  structures 
oncl  three  tunnels  were  destroyed  in  the  area.  No  VC  contacts  were  made 
during  tho  night. 


2d  Bn,  27th  Infantry 

At  1232  tho  Battalion  Task  Force  commenced  their  airmobile  assault 
into  LZ  vie  XT506ll*6.  While  making  an  approach  into  tho  loading  zone 
vie  IT5U02l6,-ono  01-1*7  was  dibbled  by  ground  fire.  The  Battalion  Recon- 
nais sanco  platoon  remained  with  tho  disabled  aircraft  as  socurity.  In 
addition  an  OH-53  carry! rg  the  Battalion  sergeant  major  on  a  reconnaissance 
was  fired  on  by  VC  snipers.  Tho  pilot  was  hit  but  managed  to  land  the  heli¬ 
copter  safely.  He  was  immediately  evacuated.  .Throughout  tho  day.  Companies 
B  and  C  conducted  dotailod  search  and  dostroy  operations  in  Objective  B, 
moving  from  west  to  east.  20  VCS  wore  detainod  in  the  operational  area. 

In  addition  approximately  120  women  and  children  were  detained  for  further 
disposition.  Concurrently,  tho  platoon  socuring  tho  Chinook  was  brought 
under  small  arms  and  mortar  fire.  Guns  hips  and  artillery  were  used  in  an 
attenpt  to  disrupt  VC  fire.  Tho  Battalion  Commander's  comnand  and  control 
ship  was  utilized  to  evacuate  wounded  from  the  area  and  in  addition  moved 
elements  of  the  comnand  group  to  tho  new  operational  area.  At  1750  an  air- 
strlkn  was  flown  to  suppress  VC  fire  being  placod  on  tho  downod  Chinook 
and  its  security  force.  Finally  at  1920  tho  CH4*7  was  repaired  and  departed 
tho  area.  Tho  Reconnaissance  platoon  was  irnnodiately  evacuated  fr-.m  the 
area.  The  Battalion  (-)  ceiled  in  Objoctivo  B  for  the  night.  At  2Q{*0  a  Co 
B  ambush  killed  2  VC  and  captured  a  Chinese  carbine  in  the  vicinity  of 
XT506llt5.  Also  a  VCS  was  apprehended  in  the  area  at  2215. 

D+5  (21  April  1956) 

1st  Bn  (M),  5th  Infantry 

During  the  morning  the  Battalion  (-)  swept  through  Objective  C  again. 

86  women  and  children  were  evacuated  from  the  area  and  relocated  in  the  Thai 
Hjr  New  life  hamlet  (XT531b).  One  VCS  apprehended  was  turned  over  to  the 
National  Police.  Based  "on  an  intelligence  report  of  VC  tax  collectoring 
activities  in  a  village  vie  XT585155,  the  Battalion  (-)  sealed  off  the 
village  and  conducted  a  thorough  search  of  the  area.  No  evidence  of  VC 
activities  could  be  found.  Company  C  and  tho  Battalion  CP  returned  to  base 
caap  by  131*5.  The  Battalion  reconnaissance  platoon  remained  in  the  AO  to 
secure  the  civilians  until  evacuation  had  been  couple  ted.  By  1222,  evacu¬ 
ation  was  conplete  and  the  reconnaissance  platoon  commenced  move  to  base 
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camp.  Die  platoon  had  two  contacts  during  their  return,  killing  2  VC  vicin¬ 
ity  XT553153.  0ne  platoon  from  Company  A  provided  security  for  a  VTR  re¬ 
turning  a  disabled  1st  Bn,  27th  Infantry  vehicle.  All  elements  of  the 
Battalion  closed  base  camp  by  1800. 

1st  Bn.  27th  Infan tay 

The  Battalion  continued  their  aggressive  search  of  Objective  A.  Em¬ 
phasis  was  placed  on  maximum  destruction  of  tunnels  and  trenches  in  the 
area.  At  1200  Companies  A  and  B  commenced  their  airlift  to  base  carp  uti¬ 
lizing  three  UHID's.  Die  land  tail  departed  the  operational  area  at  11*36. 

At  XTU97172  the  convoy  was  engaged  with  sniper  fire.  Troops  immediately 
dismounted,  and  deployed  against  suspected  VC  positions.  VC  mortars  fired 
into  the  area  resulting  in  6  friendly  WIA's  and  damage  to  one  23  ton  truck. 
The  truck  was  towed  back  to  base  camp.  By  1710  all  Task  Force  eloments  had 
closed  base  camp. 


2d  Bn,  27th  Infantry 

Search  and  destroy  operations  continued  in  Objective  B  with  emphasis 
on  destruction  of  VC  tunnels  and  fortifications  in  the  area.  Upon  comple¬ 
tion  of  operations,  Companies  B  and  C  marched  to  vie  XT5 53166,  whore  trucks 
ro turned  the  units  to  baso  camp  by  1800.  Tho  Battalion  CP  was  airlifted  to 
base  carp.

l.  Numerous  strong  ambushes  must  be  locatod  surrounding  defensive 
positions,  particularly  on  the  first  night  of  occupation  since  results  ob¬
